LEAGUE IS APPROVED 


PARIS, Feb. 12.—[By the Associated 
Press.]—The plan for a league of na- 
tions, which may no 
as virtually approved by all the mem- 
bers of the special commission, pro- 
vides for a small body of representa- 
tives of the great and small countries 
which will govern the society of na- 
tions, meeting every two or three 
months in a place that will be inter- 
nationalized. The meeting piace was 
not indicated in the plan, but during 
the discussion members of the com- 
mission spoke of Constantinople or 
some island. 

Each country will provide a list of 
experts in international law, from 
which body will be chosen arbitrators 
when disputes between nations are 
submitted for settlement. 

Dealing with Recalcitrants. 

Every difference between countries 
will have to be submitted to the gov- 
erning body of the society of nations, 
which will make a decision within 
three months, during which time the 
contending parties must refrain from 
any act of hostility. 

Once a decision is given, if it is not 
accepted by one or more of the parties 
to the conflict, the case will be re- 
ferred to a committee of arbitration, ’ 
the members of which will be chosen 
from lists of experts on international 
law provided. by countries which are 
members of the society of nations.

Paris has been a hotbed of the wildest 
and most fantastic rumors.

Bartenders, taxicab driv- 
ers, waiters, chambermaids, barbers, 
and hotel clerks anxiously inquired if 
warfare was about to recommence.

New York, Feb. 12.—([Special.]— 
How a Chicagoan and a Detroit officer 
captured a nest of five German ma- 
chine guns, killed all the gunners, 
turned two of the guns on a group of 
300 Germans and held them at bay 
until the American infantry appeared 
was related here today by Lieut. Doug- 
las Jetty, 257 Joseph Campau street, 


Stockholm. 

Lieut. Jettyy was one of the two 
Americans. ‘The other, he said, was 
Sergt. Walter Larson, 76 Michigan av- 
enue, Chicago. Larson, he said, fs still 
in France. He was wounded in the 
leg by a rifle bullet. 

Larson and Jetty were doing some 
experimental work in an airplane, al- 
though neither was an actual flyer. 
They flew over the German lines near 
St. Mihiel and were shot down. They 
fell in a nest of German machine guns 
and both were on their feet almost 
as soon as their plane hit. Before the 
five startled Germans manning. the 
five guns realized what had happened 
the two Americans killed all five. 

‘Hold Off 300 Germans. 

Three hundred Germans were form- 
ing nearby for an attack on the Ameri- 
can lines. Undaunted by the odds and 
disregarding the fact that Larson had 
already’ been wounded, the two men 
turned two of the machine guns on

The common error in be- 
lle ving that new born infants must be 
bathed as soon after birth as possible is 
responsible for many deaths. If the 
baby is frail, or the labor had been 
hard and the child has been depressed 
thereby, clean it with of] and do not 
bathe with water for a day.

Another popular fallacy is that the 
mouth of the infant, beginning soon after 
birth, should be swabbed daily. The 
common practice is to stretch a piece 
of gauze over the finger and then to 
scour out the mouth of the baby. This 
is the most common cause of stomatitis. 
The mouths of young infants do not 
need swabbing any more than their eye- 
washing. 


The practice of putting the baby to the 
breast every two er three hours during 
the first day is also erroneous, and re- 
sponsible for many failures in nursing.

That is why the words, “a hot 
iynch available to every school child,” 
are proposition one in the very first 
report which the Peterson commis. 
gon on the malnourished school child 
made to President Loeb of the board 
@f education last Monday. 

There are now thirty-two penny 
lunch centers in Chicago public schools. 

According to experts who have ac- 
cumulated a large amount of authori- 
tative data on the subject, there should 
be one hundred. 

The first penny lunches were intro- 
duced here in 1910 and were financed 
by the Chicago Woman's club. : 

May Take 18 Years. 


At that rate of progress we shall in 
aighteen years more reach the minimal 
number said to be required—and then 
it will not meet the. requirement, be- 
cause by that time the school attend- 
ance will have at least trebled. 

That the principle of the penny 
lunch has proved both feasible and 
beneficial is indicated by the fact that 
the board of education now pays such 
expenses as are not covered by the 
amount the children pay for the food, 
and that eight more centers are 


planned. , 
“Penny” in Name Only. 

“Penny lunch” can, however, now 
be used only as a term of convenience. 

With foods_at the prices they are 
today you can’t give a normal school 
child enough to eat for a penny, and 
it is owing to the rising prices that 
the last year has been a critical one 
for the system. 

In Wells Street school, for example. 
they give a child a good mea! for be- 
tween 3 and 4 cents. On that sched- 
ule the system pays its own way so far 
as food goes.

The sole objection to the extension 
of the penny lunch system so that it 
shall include even the child who has 
no penny (and hence is, of course, the 
child who most needs the lunch) is 
that such extension holds the peril of 
pauperization. 

That danger is not fanciful. But 
thig is a case where the removal of an 
actual evil is of more moment than the 
avoidance of the possible evil that 
might take its place. The actual evil 
is the throwing of a race of malnour- 
ished or undernourished weaklings into 
the affairs of life, a race of dyspeptics 
bred by ten years of school tasks per- 
formed under the handicaps of mal- 
nourishment and undernourishment. 

Do you know what those handicaps 
mean? Probably not. But grown mep 
and women (who may be supposed to 
bear such punishment better than chil- 
dren can) who returned to this country 
after three or four years in the warring 
central countries or the neutral north- 
ern countries of Europe will tell you 
with a shudder of the fearful physical, 
mental, and spiritual lethargy, of the 
sickening lassitude, and of the depres- 
sion amounting to melancholia which 
are the sure consequences of the lack 
of a balanced diet. . 


Quality Most Needed. 


As to quantity, they often had 
enough to fill themselves with, but as 
to quaiity and as to the due propor- 
tions of fats and sugars and starches 
everything was wrong. The same lacks 
and the same upsetting of proportions 
are in a general way the conditions 
which afflict the malnourished and un- 
dernourished, Chicago schoolchild. 

They increase, as they did among the 
‘European populations, the child’s sus- 
‘ceptibility to disease (notably pneu- 
' monia), increase the tendency to hys- 
‘teria, and turn school tasks from prof- 
itable employments into punishment. 
Nor is poverty the principal reason 
‘why the well ordered, carefully pre 
pared school lunch ought to be made 
available in every public school. 

Here, again, ignorance at home in 
the proper selection and proper prepa- 
ration of foods best suited to a child 
is a factor. Not long ago the son of 
an eminent surgeon living on the 
north side was among the children 
whom experimenters at a certain
